A SOLDIER’S TKIRUTE. 
-Eu- 
Ariny o í the Cum berland Re-Uulon 
logy on G eneral Sheridan. 
Chicago, September 19th.—The Nine­ 
teenth Annual Reunion of the Army of 
the Cumberland, met here to-day. One 
hundred and fifty were present. General 
Rcsecrans was called to the chair and re­ 
ceived with applause. 
General Fulierton moved that a commit­ 
tee be appointed to consider the question of 
erecting an equestrian statue to Sheridan in 
Washington. After discussion, the matter 
was laid over. Then followed the appoint­ 
ment of various committees. 
A meeting was held at Central Music 
Hall this evening at which General Russell 
Alger, of Michigan, delivered an eulogy on 
General Sheridan, of which the following 
is a summary: 
AN ELOQUENT TRIBUTE. 
General Alger began his address with a 
brief sketch of General Sheridan's life, 
touching upon the circumstances of his 
birth, his graduation at West Point, his 
services as a Lieutenant of Infantry against 
the Indians in Oregon and Washington 
Territory, his recall from the Pacific Coast 
in the fall of 1861 and assignment to duty 
as Chief Quartermaster at St. Louis, and 
noted that this great military genius was 
not given an independent command until 
May 25, 1862, when Governor Blair of 
Michigan appointed him Colonel of the 
Second Michigan Cavalry. General Alger 
continued: “ He was a resolute man, and 
his command soon learned the fact that 
unless in camp two parlies were in con­ 
stant danger—the enemy and themselves. 
He was always genial, easily approached— 
except in battle, when his whole nature 
seemed changed, and woe to the man who 
crossed him while the fight was on. Speak­ 
ing of that fact not a year since, when told 
that he was always ugly in battle, he re­ 
plied : ‘ I guess that's so. It was the wav I 
always felt.’ ” 
Summing up a sketch of Sheridan’s 
methods in preparation and in battle, 
Alger said : “ Such was the combination— 
knowledge of the topoaraphv of the coun­ 
try, the position and strength of the enemy, 
quick perception and decision, heavy and 
intrepid blows—which gave him the suc­ 
cess that crowned him among the foremost 
Generals of modern history. Sheridan 
never lost a battle. He seldom made an 
attack that was not successful, and 
LIKE A MIGHTY ROCK 
Standing in the sea where the waves strike 
it only to be divided and shattered, so no 
enemy’s host was ever hurled on his com­ 
mand but to be broken. Those who saw a 
handful of men defeat ten times their num ­ 
ber at Booneville; those who stood in the 
cedar-brakes at Stone River and witnessed 
the repulse of the proudest army ever sent 
by the rebels to the West; those who were 
with him in seven miles of fire at Mission 
Ridge; those who were with him in that 
hell of fire at the Wilderness, or served 
under him in the great cavalrv fights of 
Yellow Tavern and Tervillian Station; 
those who passed with him through the 
terrible battle of Winchester; those who 
helped demolish F.arly’s victorious armv 
at Cedar Creek, and those who followed 
him at Five Forks, all joined in acclaim 
as each victory in turn increased his be­ 
wildering fame, crowning him with the 
plaudits of the world. One of the strong 
characteristics of General Sheridan was his 
intense devotion to the cause of the North. 
Soldiering with him was not a mere occu­ 
pation, a road to gratify personal ambition; 
and be believed intensely that 
REBELLION WAS A CRIME, 
And that it ought to be punished. It was 
this intenseness and earnestness that made 
his success. His appearance upon the field 
at any time during a battle always created 
the wildest enthusiasm. 
He handled a 
regiment as though it was an army, and an 
army was managed by him as though it 
were a regiment.” 
After quoting Grant’s and Sherman’s 
opinions of Shendan, the speaker contin­ 
ued : “ Sheridan’s part in the war was 
prominent. It attracted attention at once 
and became the theme of orators, artists 
and historians to dwell upon. Other men 
have served their country well, and died 
hoping that future generations would do 
them justice. Sheridan was happy in liv­ 
ing in 
THE GLOEY OF HIS FAME, 
And his fondest friends can hope for no 
more than that the future may concur with 
his own time in doing him honor.” 
The speaker then touched upon the pen­ 
sion question, in passing, and raid there 
were abont 800,000 veterans in the country, 
who were dying at the rate of 10,000 per 
year, and added: “The comrades of our 
gallant Sheridan ought to be the nation’s 
wards, and not the nation's paupers. A 
grateful country should rise up to give 
them their just reward and place them be­ 
yond the possibility of suffering duriim the 
tew years yet allotted to them.” 
The speaker closed with an eloquent 
apostrophe to the dead General.

Judge Follett was temporary Chairman, 
and introduced Judge Thurman, who was 
greeted with hearty applause. After stating 
that he had prepared no regular address, 
he spoke at length, devoting himself largely 
to interesting reminiscences of public men, 
and especially to those lawyers who were 
prominent in the eariy years of the cen­ 
tury just ended.

OCR CHINAMEN. 
Senator Stewart’s Opinion on the Effects 
of the Exclusion B ill. 
W a s h in g t o n , September 19th. — There 
does not appear to be any truth in the re­ 
port that a measure wili be pressed through, 
looking to the eutorced return of the Chi­ 
nese now iu America to China, at the ex­ 
pense of the Federal Government. 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, when spoken 
with upon the question, said: “Constant 
efforts have been made by the Pacific coast 
delegation for the last fifteen vears to se­ 
cure legislation to stay the influx of Chi­ 
nese laborers with very poor success. 
These most familiar with the subject are of 
opinion that their coming has not even 
been checked, much less stopped. All 
laws and treaties heretofore made have 
been evaded. The bill just passed in con­ 
nection with existing laws, declares no 
inore shall come, which is a long step in 
the right direction. It will, however, re­ 
quire additional legislation to keep them 
out. Those here must be registered and 
some means of identification devised, and 
the northern and southern borders guarded. 
Perhaps it will be necessary to provide 
that no Chinese laborer shall reside in the 
L nited States within a given distance of 
the Canadian or Mexican boundaries. The 
Pacific coast people will not be likely to 
propose legislation to deport the Chinese 
laborers who are here, until their coming 
is stopped. Continual deportation with 
clandestir e arrivals equalling, and perhaps 
exceeding, the number deported, would be 
very expensive and not very effective. The 
Pacific coast delegation will bend all their 
energies to stop the coming of more Chi­ 
nese, and when that is done they would be 
exceedingly thankful if the United States 
would deport these here. 
It is certain 
that they can never be kept out bv treaties, 
if some are allowed to come all will come. 
They cannot be sorted, and the value of 
the bill just passed is its disregard of treaty 
obligations.” 
Senator Stewart in his tariff speech said 
that England, a free trade country in 
reality, permits no free trade with the 
United States. He said that import duties 
were levied on a list of very important 
American manufactured articles, and she 
even imposed export duties on her own 
articles shipped to America, in order to 
prevent that free trade which the Demo­ 
crats desire so much to secure. He severely 
criticised the President for his silver policy, 
and said that by the misuse of the 
enormous power at his command the Pres­ 
ident had depressed the value of silver 17 
per cent. He thought it very evident why 
foreign ami American bond-holders favored 
Cleveland, while they are being enriched 
by his low standard of contraction of silver. 
The bill granting the right of way to a 
railroad through the Umatilla Indian Res­ 
ervation in Oregon was taken up and 
amended, and after some further business 
the Senate adjourned.

He 
has been opposed to the bill from the start, 
and wonld have done much to defeat it 
had he been present when the vote was 
taken the other day on the question of re­ 
consideration. 
It is a question if the Senate can reach 
the bill now, however, as it has been form­ 
ally delivered to the House, and is beyond 
the jurisdiction of the presiding officer of 
the Senate. It will be optional with the 
House, therelore, whether it be passed or 
not. Even süould the resolutiou ot Sen­ 
ator Edmunds be passed, the Democrats 
have gotten what they were so anxious for, 
and they appeal- to be quite sorrv of their 
bargain. They realize only too fully 
the embarrassing position 
Into which the President has gotten him­ 
self. 
This is evidenced by the action of 
Representative Kilgore, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Enrolled Bills, whose 
duty it will be to carry the bill to the Presi­ 
dent. He said to-night that he had decided 
to withhold the bill to give the Senate.timc 
for action on Edmund’s resolution. 
This action is severely criticised as being 
presumptous on the part of one simply 
authorized to deliver the document, it 
looks dubious as to the bill ever reaching 
the President. Quite a number of Republi­ 
cans are opposed to if, and it is now be­ 
lieved that the Democrats will, as a party 
act, vote solidly against the bill, in order to 
relieve the President from his embarrassing 
position.

In a conversation with 
your correspondent this evening he made 
no attempt to conceal his contempt for the 
resolution introduced by Senator Edmunds 
to-day to hold back the bill. 
The 
resolution troubled him little, though 
because the bill had left the Sen­ 
ate with the signature of the President 
pro tern., but what irritated him to no small 
degree was the action of Congressman Kil­ 
gore. whose duty it was to have taken the 
bill from the House to that the President 
to-day, in holding it back to await action 
on Edmunds’ resolution.

Photographing a Thunderbolt. 
Hitherto, we believe, there has been no 
success in the attempts at photographing 
a flash of lightning. If the exact locality 
and time of a thunderbolt could lie known 
a minute beforehand, it might simplify the 
problem somewhat. But at any rate, the 
enterprise has lieen successful in one case. 
During a thunder-storm at Wakefield, 
Mass., on Saturday night, the 23d of June, 
A. H. Bidden, cashier in the office of the 
Boston Herald, succeeded in obtaining two 
good negatives of thunderbolts. 
From 
these he has developed some tine pictures, 
large and accurate iu detail, and highly 
interesting as studies, both in the photog­ 
rapher’s art and in natural philosophy. 
One shows a big l>olt descending in a 
slightly zigzag shape, seemingly into the 
ground. A closer inspection, by the aid of 
a magnifying glass, discloses the appear­ 
ance of a spiral motion. It seems to show 
that the holt descended, in reality, spirally. 
This of itself is a fact of some interest, and 
(it may be) of some importance. Doubt­ 
less the suggestion it involves will be aided 
by other experiments to demonstrate or 
disprove the seeming fact. 
The other picture is still more curious. 
It reveals three principal bolts descending 
in different places, and a novel scene is 
disclosed in the shape of numerous thread­ 
like streams of tire, connecting from both 
sides with each of the mam streams. The 
resemblance to a number of large rivers, 
on a map, which shows also their numer­ 
ous affluents, is so striking that it must 
impress every beholder. This triple blaze 
of lightning, descending in three widely 
separated bolts, seems to be visibly con­ 
nected with a general “ crinkling” devel­ 
opment of the electric fire athwart all that 
part of the sky—a general flashing out of 
little bolts from the greater, and frequently 
at right angles with the main r-liaft. 
These things no doubt occur iu very 
many thunder-storms, but are not seen in 
their detail, owing to the swiftness of the 
movement. If the storm occurs at night, 
of course the exhibition is far more 
splendid, hut the general impression re­ 
ceived by the lieholder is of a large and 
dazzling display of electricity in zigzag 
bolts an<l crinkling side flashes that play 
against the «lark background of the night 
sky in a manner too rapid to admit of dis­ 
cerning the details. This photograph re­ 
veals the details, an«l it is a surprising 
scene. L. B. Merrium, of this city, has a 
copy of both pictures.—Hartford (Conn.)

A QUESTION OF QUOTATIONS. 


Some time ago the San Francisco Alta 
took the press supporting Harrison and 
Morten to task for quoting certain expres­ 
sions from the English press which reflect 
the opinion that the Democratic scheme 
is in the direction of free trade. The Alta 
declared that there has not only no proof 
been made that the Engl ish journal, had 
so sjtoken, but on the contrary investiga­ 
tion proved the quotations to loe false. 
One in particular was denounced as wholly 
untrue. 
It was credited to the London 
Times, and declared that “the only time 
England can u>e an Irishman is when he 
emigrates to America and votes for free 
trade.” 
Just why the quotation, whether’ 
true or false, .should be a matter of worry 
to the Democracy it is difficult to under­ 
stand, if its claim is sound that it does not 
advocate nor propose free trade, since such 
denial involves the admission that free 
trade is not desirable and tiiat protection 
is. 
As a matter of fact it now develops that 
the particular quotation referred to is not 
from the Thunderer, and to credit it to that 
paper is erroneous. 
Hut the expression 
was made by the London Sunday Times on 
July 15th. Tiiat paper is an old and well- 
known literary, musical 
and 
sporting 
journal of London. 
It was founded in the 
year 1 822, and in reliable newspaper di­ 
rectories is illustrated and is enrolled 
among the leading weekly papers of Lon­ 
don. It is published every Saturday and 
Sunday, and Hubbard’s work says of i t : 
“ Its criticisms are 
able and to the 
point. 
Social 
questions and current 
literature 
are 
also noticed 
in 
it- 
columns.” The 
same authority lists it 
as a conservative in politics, and credits it 
witli 10,000 circulation. 
It will thus he 
seen that the paper quoted is one of sixty- 
six years’ standing, and is of the order of 
respectability, and enjoys broad circula­ 
tion. 
It may be assumed, therefore, that 
whenever it speaks upon questions of cur­ 
rent and social interests it reflects in goodly 
degree staid English sentiment. 
W hat the London Daily Times did say, 
and continues to say, is: 
It is certain that the arguments which Presi­ 
dent Cleveland uses are those which Cobden 
used ¡o employ forty-five years ago, and which 
any English free trader would employ now. 
*■

* 
As such, we are very glsd to see 
President Cleveland using them , though we are 
sorry for the popular intatuat on which makes 
it danger ous to give them their right name. 
As for other quotations from the English 
press, we scarcely think the Alla or any 
other influence will undertake to deny 
that the journals of the old country as a 
rule favor Mr. Cleveland because of the 
free trade arguments he employs, they 
seeing in the dominance of such ideas 
great gains for English industries. 
Thus- 
the recent declaration of the London 
Chronicle (Liberal, established in 1855, and 
having a circulation of 120,000), is that, 
disguise it as he may by words and phrases, 
the inevitable drift of the arguments ad­ 
vanced in his letter of acceptance 
toward free trade. 
If we go hack to a later date, notable be­ 
cause of Mr. Cleveland’s remarkable mono­ 
graph, the celebrated monotone message to 
Congress, we find the Haddingtonshire 
Courier, of Scotland (neutral, established 
in 1859) saying; 
This much is certain, that another fierce con­ 
test is ponding in America over the principle at 
issue. If it terminates, as it may be hoped it 
will do, in tho direction of a relation of those 
imposts that now so vexatiously ham per com­ 
mercial intercourse between Great Britain and 
the United states, we may look to an impetus 
being given to our home trade tiiat will go far 
to make np for the depression of late years. 
The London Daily Notes (Liberal),estab­ 
lished in 1840, aud having a circulation of 
160,000, a journal of vast influence, and, 
speaking of English sentiment by author­ 
ity, said: 
President Cleveland discusses the principles 
at issue in the struggle, and shows that lie is a 
free trade candidate in everything bat name. 
The rets-rvation is an im rorttnt one for Ameri­ 
can party purposes. The President feels com­ 
pelled to characterize the attempt to “ brand ” 
him as a free trader as a deception of his ene­ 
mies.

A windy and unreliable journal of San 
Francisco, that each evening finds its oc­ 
cupation dull if it cannot make some as­ 
sault upon motive, character or enterprise, 
making an absurd comparison, says: “This 
is absurd—as absurd as to hint that the 
.Sacramento R e c o e d -U x io x is a Republi­ 
can newspaper.”

CABLE. 


T h e 
to R e a d in 
D istin g u ish ed A u th o r 
S a cra m en to . 
It is ancunced that George W ashington 
Cable, the distinguished author and maga­ 
zine writer, is to read from the best of his 
own works in this city Saturday night, at 
the Congregational Church. It is an event 
that is to be the prologue to a series of lit­ 
erary entertainm ents of this order and a 
lecture course, projected by several public- 
spirited citizens. The idea is to give a 
w inter course, with sittings at such a low 
price as to barely cover the cost of m ain­ 
taining it. All above cost in securing Mr. 
Cable’s entertainm ent will be turned into 
the fund for the “ new id ea”—one that 
ought to m eet w ith complete success. 
Perhaps there is no modern American 
w iiter better know n to popular reading 
than Cable. 
H is “Grandissimes,” “ Dr 
Sevier,” “Silent South,” “Old Creole Days” 
and “ Pos3on Joe” have made him famous. 
Aside from these his vigorous, courageous 
and brilliant papers in the Century Maga­ 
zine and the newspaper press of the day in 
defence of the "new South” have given 
him worldwide and enviable reputation. 
Cable is a hero in more ways than one 
H e came out reconstructed “clean through.' 
H e entered the Confederate arm y when a 
mere lad. Battling against m ost adverse 
circumstances, deprived of 
educational 
opportunities, born w ith the brain of a 
genius and the heart of a m an large enough 
to embrace all the world in its charity he 
went to work to develop himself. The' first 
resuits of his effort appeared in the New 
Orleans Picayune over the pseudonym of 
' Drop Shot.’ 
They led to his engagement 
upon the journal, which he left because of 
a refusal 10 write that his conscience for­ 
bade him . 
By 1879 his papers in Scrib­ 
ner's Mor M y had draw n attention to him 
from all quarters, and from that tim e on 
his success in literatuic 
was assured. 
His style opened up a new field in literature 
and brought to the from phases and classes 
iu American life that were heretofore as 
sealed books to even our own people. His 
readings in San Francisco were em inently 
successful this week, and some of the jour­ 
nals give very extended reviews of their 
character. H e is not presented as an elo­ 
quent m an—so far from it, that his critics 
are disarmed upon that score. B ut there is 
a charm about his style that is indefinable, 
and in the creole dialect Lie has no equal* 
H is hearers declare that his works take on 
an ew m eaning after they have heard Mr. 
Cable read from them . 


INSECT PESTS. 
THE COLUMBUS EXHIBIT. 


COLUSA COUNTY. 


S h e M a k e s a n E x c e lle n t a n d C re d ita b le 
S h o w in g of E x h ib its . 
Samuel Hotichins, the Superintendent of 
the Colusa exhibit at the State Fair, has 
transferred the best portion of the exhibit 
to the Perm anent E xhibit Building and it 
occupies about one-quarter of floor and 
shelf spaoe. 
It is a grand exhibit, is a 
credit to Mr. H ouchins, and a strong ad­ 
vertisem ent for Colusa county. F iner fruits, 
dried and preserved, were never placed on 
exhibition in this State, and their arrange­ 
m ent in glass globes and jars m ake it quite 
attractive. A large am ount of Sacramento. 
Placer and Nevada products have found 
their way from the State F air to the E x­ 
hibition Building, but Colusa “ takes the 
wake.” 
Colusa has an area of nearlv 3,000 
square miles, 1,500 of which is 'in the 
Sacram ento valley proper. 


P o lic e C o u rt. 
The following business was transacted in 
ihe Police Court yesterday : Thom as Twy- 
ford, Robt. Corcoran a n d “ Y o rk y ” Mon­ 
aghan, charged w iih malicious mischief, 
stood trial and were discharged. Clem. 
Pressey and J. W . O’Meara pleaded guilty 
to disturbing the peace, and will be sen­ 
tenced to-morrow. M artin W hite, a healthy 
beggar, was given Lis choice, the chain- 
gang or to emigrate. H e chosa the latter, 
and started out to look for pastures new. 
Tw.vford and F rank Burns were convicted 
of distiAbing the peace, and fined $15 each, 
liobt. Christiansen, charged with being 
drunk, did not show up in Court, and his 
$5 deposit was declared forfeited. 


N ew C ars, 
The two passenger trains which left El 
Paso Tuesday for use on the Sacram ento 
Division of the Southern Pacific, are the 
first installm ent from the Cook Locomotive 
W orks of an order for thirty given some 
m onths ago. 
A nother large order for 
freight cars has been given by the Southern 
Pacific Company to the Ensign M anufactur­ 
ing Company. *f Virginia. It is for 700 
box-cars and 300 fiats, all thirty-four feet 
in length, and the box-cars to have a 
capacity twenty-five tons. All of these and 
the other new cars that are being built for 
the company will be furnished with the 
W estinghouse autom atic brake. 


T h e fh r u b b ery and C itrus T r ees bf S ac­ 
ra m en to B a d ly In fe c te d . 
Bugs, bugs everywhere, in the parks, the 
gardens and in the forest. They have a 
good foothold in Sacramento, and unless 
radical measures are used to eradicate them 
they will soon destroy all the shrubbery 
and the citrus trees in the city. The first 
scale noticed in this county was on the 
river fruit ranches, and it got such a good 
foothold th at it alm ost worked the ruina­ 
tion of some of the best orchards. One 
B artlett pear orchard of Dwight Hollister 
was so badly affected last year that he de­ 
cided te dig it out this season. The cold 
weather, however, of last winter Eeems to 
have killed off the scale, and the orchard 
this season is comparatively free from 
scale. 
All the farmers in the county have 
made fights against its inroads, and where 
spraying has been resorted to the scale has 
been killed and the trees and crops saved. 
It is said that in San Diego county the 
scale has got into the chaparral on the hill­ 
sides, and if this is true the orchards of 
that section will fare badly. 
The Trustees some weeks ago passed an 
ordinance looking to the exterm ination of 
the pests within the city limits. Mayor 
Gregory has been specially active in this 
direction, and at his solicitation Professor 
Klee, State Inspector of tree and vine pests, 
visited this city. H e found the pests scat­ 
tered throughout the city, but the greater 
num ber in the northern portion. 
W hile crossing the Plaza his attention 
was drawn to a magnificent acacia tree 
w hich stands in the northeastern segment 
of the square. It is a tree of noble pro­ 
portions, probably the largest and finest 
shaped cf its species in Sacramento, one of 
the most desirable varieiy, with beautiful 
fimbriated leaves. It was found to be liter­ 
ally alive with the cottony cushion scale 
bugs. Some three years ago the tree was 
aifected very slightly w ith the pest, and 
Klee said that he had notified the Trustees 
of its condition at that time. If the scale 
is permitled to extend its ravages further 
the entire foliage of the Plaza will be de- 
stroved. 
The scale seems to be partial to acacia 
and locust trees, and the Professor says 
when once affected the trees m ight as well 
be cut down. If this is.true, there will be 
many a fine tree cut down in the Plaza, 
Capitol Park and the beautiful grounds 
surrounding m any elegant homes. 
Yesterday the M ayor visited several in­ 
fected yards in company with Mr. Klee. 
All the owners are anxioU3 to have their 
trees washed, but when you m ention the 
fact that in some instantes the trees will 
have to be destroyed, they “get up on their 
ear,” figuratively speaking, “and say they 
will spray, they will wash, they will do 
anything but use the ax. They'know the 
Mayor is fond of poetry, and they throw 
the following at him wherever he goes: 
W oodman, spare th a t tree! 
Touch not a single bough! 
In youth it sheltered me, 
And I'll protect it now. 
’Twas my lorefather's hand 
T hat placed It near his cot; 
There, woodman, let it stand, 
Thy ax shall harm it not! 
At this season of the year the scale, which 
is so prevalent in Sacramento, is a very 
ugly and conspicuous insect, noticeable at 
once when the braDcb of an infested tree 
or shrub is lifted. It is a round fat bug 
with a dull red and m ottled coat with a 
cottony cushion covering, whence it derives 
the name. Many of them are as large as 
the nail of the iittle finger. They attach 
themselves to the under surface of the 
leaves upon which they feed, or cluster 
about ihe tender sterna andvoung branches 
of the growth whose life and sap they suck. 
The pest is especially fond of citrus fruit 
trees, as m any property-owners m the city 
who have nourished young orange trees in 
their gardens well know to their cost. The 
spirea or bridal-wreath shrub in its m any 
forms is a great favorite with the scale. In 
tine, there is scarcely a tree or shrub culti­ 
vated for its fruit, flowers or ornam ental 
foliace, in this city, that m ay not be at­ 
tacked by the m ultiform destroying in ­ 
sects. 
The Mayor has decided on buying a 
pum p and employing a competent peison 
to commence at once and thoroughly scour 
the city, visit every yard, inspect every tree 
and endeavor if possible to not onlv check 
its spread, but to eradicate the pest. Mr. 
Klee says a solution made of resin, caustic 
soda and water can be made at a cost of 
one cent per gallon, which makes an ef­ 
fective wash. Concerning ihe introduction 
of certain insects which prey upon and de­ 
stroy the pests, he believes' that no iady- 
bue has yet been fonnd efficient in this 
work. “ I have recently received,” said he, 
“ a new parasite from Australia, w hich is 
claimed to be an effective destroyer of the 
cottony cushion scale. A small" consign­ 
ment of these which came to hand 'some 
m onths ago I placed on a farm in San 
Mateo county, but they died. Lately I re­ 
ceived a second lot oí the parasites, and a 
trial of their virtues ¡3 now being made, 
with hopeful results. 
The question of 
Australian parasites generally is now under 
investigation by the Federal Government. 
Professor Rilev, of the Entomological De­ 
partm ent of the Smithsonian Institution at 
W ashington, has commissioner! one of his 
corps of assistants for this work, and the 
gentleman is now upon the ground. The 
study will be a thorough one, and we may 
yet secure an efficacious bane for the Cali­ 
fornia pests.” 
The Grass Valley Tidings say s: “ Charles 
Barker, who is good authority on all sub­ 
jects connected w ith fruit-growing, informs 
us that the San Jose scale has at acked 
every pear tree and orchard in the western 
part of the town, and that this scale is 
about the most destructive pest yet found.”

About 10,000 people visited 
the exhibit Tuesday, and fully 20,000 ex­ 
am ined it yesterday. All the exhibit has 
been received but the fruits, which were de­ 
layed by the blockade on the railroads. 
Several cars laden with fruit from Sacra­ 
m ento arrived yesterday and will be placed 
to-day. Edwin K. Alsip, of Sacramento, 
is in charge of the exhibit from that place, 
which is furnished by the citizens. The 
fruit will be given away after being exhib­ 
ited. The grapes, which have been picked 
for ten days, are rem arkably firm and 
fresh, which is the character of the grapes 
raised in that State.

Vast areas west of the 100th meridian 
are to-day arid regions. 
A ll the region 
west of the Missouri river used to be des­ 
ignated as the G reat A m erican Desert. 
A lthough covered with a heavy coat of 
native grasses, the probability is th at the 
genius of man will eventualiy leave com­ 
paratively small portions irreclaimable. 
Irrigation has already reclaimed large 
tracts, but, to work economically, large 
sums of money must, in many cases, be 
capitalized to bring about the best results, 
as has already been done in some portions 
oi Colorado, and especially in California. 
I t is now hoped that the General Gov­ 
ernm ent will step in to the extent at least 
of dem onstrating the feasibility of irriga­ 
tion. 
This done, private capital wi 1 
eagerly seek this channel of probable 
profitable investm ent. 
Upon this point, 
the Philadelphia Telegraph says: 
“Making all possible allowances for even 
more rapid development of the country in 
the future than there has been in the past, 
it is evident that very many years will 
elapse before individual citizens, or even 
greater corporations will accomplish any­ 
thing material in this direction without 
Government aid. 
Meanwhile the arid 
tracts block the way of advancement, and 
it is of importance to the whole nation 
that they shall be put in the way of con­ 
quest at the earliest possible moment; and 
allowing that it may be an open question 
whether the Government should or not 
undertake the work of irrigating them, it 
is certainly a proper Government function 
for the demonstration of the possibility of 
irrigation to he made at the public ex­ 
pense, and under Government auspices.” 


G ra p e s M iould b o E a te n . 
Farm ers well understand, says the Mich­ 
igan Horticultural Report, if they keep their 
horses on too concentrated diet th at their 
stomachs get out of order, and they have 
to be turned out to grass to give them a 
chance to recuperate.

Twelve thousand dentists are em­ 
ployed in the U nited States, hamm ering 
gold into our teeth, m aiuly because we 
live on an unnatural diet—too concen­ 
trated and retined food. 
As fruit is largely indicated as a require­ 
m ent of our system, bow best shall it be 
eaten to fill the demand ? 
It has been 
demonstrated by chemical analysis th at a 
large part of the bouc-making m aterial is 
found in the skins of our fruits, grains and 
roots. 
This brings us to the test of a good 
grape. 
No grape should be considered 
jood unless it can be eaten pull), seeds and 
skins,_ w ith added relish. 
At the grape 
cures in France the patients are required 
to eat the pulp, seeds and skins, to get the 
full benefit of the dietetic treatm ent. 
At 
the inebriate cures, all cases are considered 
hopeful where they can be induced to eat 
largely of fruit, the fruit overcoming the 
desire and destroying the taste for liquor. 


IIo w to E a t G rapfK . 
X o ! the man who holds the grape be­ 
tween his thum b and dexter finger and 
squeezes or shoots the pulp into his throat 
does not know how to enjoy the fruit, and 
is not likely to appreciate the good qual­ 
ities of a line grape. 
Let the berries fol­ 
low each other into the m outh in rapid 
succession until three or four arc taken, 
while with each insertion the teeth are 
brought together upon the Seeds, w ithout 
breaking them . 
The acid of the pulp is 
thus freed to mingle w ith the saccharine 
juice next the skin, and a slight m anipu­ 
lation by the tongue separates the seeds 
and skins from the delicious, winey juices; 
after this has tickled the palate, skins and 
seeds may be ejected together. 
Close to 
the skin lies a large part of the good flavor 
of the grape.— Exchange. 


A n c ie n t R irc b in th e A d iro n d a c k s. 
A t last we found it. 
In a rocky dell of 
the dense forest, a gigantic yellow birch 
reared its scaly trunk, limbless to a great 
height, before it branched and spread into 
a mass of foliage, vivid green in the noon 
sunlight th at came through the tree tops. 
It is a noble tree, this b’reh. 
Its bark 
bears scars and marks and numbers cut 
there before the American Republic ex­ 
isted. 
I t fluttered those leaves of vivid 
green as brightly and as m errily when 
K ing George the T hird was K ing as it 
does to-day.

fore him along Marston Moor—this tree 
was breathing the pure Adirondack air. 
W e read the old inscriptions on the bark— 
a few awkwardly made figures—and traced 
out the lines.— VerplaneJ: Calvin in A. F. 
Tribune. 


G lan d ers S p read in g. 
An Eastern jo u rra l calls the attention of 
its readers to the wide prevalence of glan­ 
ders in the U nited States, and says th at it 
is appearing in new quarters every year. 
Its virulence, its incurability, and the fact 
that it is the most loathsome disease with 
which live stock are afflicted, are in them ­ 
selves sufficient to make it thoroughly 
dreaded by all who know anything of its 
nature. 
And when there is added to this 
its easy eommuiucability to man, and its 
unfailing fatality, the gravity of the situa­ 
tion _ is certainly sufficiently 
apparent. 
Special cognizance of this disease must be 
taken by veterinary authority, and th at 
soon, if the country is to be spared one of 
the worst scourges it has ever had from any 
malady affecting its farm stock. 


W ork o f th e F ru it U uion— Its In flu en ce 
on Im m ig ra tio n . 
Down on J street, Sacramento, amoDg 
the commission merchants, is an office 
about twelve feet square, where, during 
the sum m er m onths, m uch work of perm a­ 
nent value to California is carried on. 
It is 
ihe headquarters of the California Fruit 
Union. 
It is simply furnished—two desks, 
six chairs, a table, a typew riter and a safe 
comprise its equipm ent; yet iu results iu 
which all Caliiornians are interested this 
plain littieroom can show more than m any 
elaborate establishments. 
The San F ran­ 
cisco Bulletin of yesterday sa id ; 
Of the 
success of the Union there is 110 donbt. 
For three years past this corporation, by 
organization and good management, has 
been distributing choice California fruits in 
the East. The work has created m arkets 
where there were none, until the demand 
has exceeded the supply. 
Many com m u­ 
nities never saw the luscious Muscals, the 
rosy Tokays, the golden peaches and tender 
pears that this State excels in producing, 
until a union auction in a neighboring city* 
attracted local firms and brought them 10 
hom e fruit-st&nds. 
Over seven hundred and fifty carloads of 
fruit of all kinds were shipped overland 
last season, and fhis year the shipm ents 
will reach nearly tfiat num ber. Organiza­ 
tion and co-operation have resulted in se­ 
curing transportation concession that indi­ 
vidual shippers would have striven long to 
gain. Nearly all the F ruit Union m em ­ 
bers and stockholders are producers, arul it 
is for these the Uuion has been chi-fly 
beneficial. In two ways has Lhe plan been 
of advantage. 
The fruit has been sent 
Eastward with such good management that 
fair returns are assured, and the shipm ent 
of several hundred carloads beyond the 
borders of the State has had a good effect 
on the home m arket. 
Fruit-growers have 
been encouraged and have seen iu the wora 
one road around the feared “ over-produc­ 
tion ” obstacle to the industry. Beyond all 
estimate of dollars and cents is the im m i­ 
gration intluenceof the fruit abroad. Every 
peach and pear, every grape cluster has 
been a testim onial of soil, sunshine and 
climate of more value than hundreds of 
pam phlets. The natural feeling is that a 
country with such productions is a good 
one to go to, and it is safe to say that no 
small part of the W estward movement of 
population that is yet unchecked is due to 
the convincing argum ents sent from the 
orchards and vineyards of the State. 
SUCCESS OF THE UNION. 
Already the Union has been in a finan­ 
cial condition to declare dividends. 
It has 
returned to its several hundred stockholders 
6 per cent, on the par value of their stock, 
as well as six-tenths of the am ount of all 
sales made. 
Only two of its officers are 
salaried, General Manager L. W. Buck at d 
Secretary H. A. Fairbank. 
Results would 
seem to show that their salaries are well ex­ 
pended. 
Shipm ents Eastward this year began May 
18th, and up to September 10th (121 car­ 
loads of fruit had been shipped. Of these 
311 w ent to Chicago, 75 to ii< ston, 05 to St. 
Paul aad Minneapolis, 52 to New York, 30 
to Omaha, 22 to Kansas City, 10 to New 
Orieans, 11 to St. Louis and 3 to Council 
Bluffs. At New York, Boston and Chicago 
only has the fm it been sold at auction. 
This system has been found to be the best 
for disposing of the fruit prom ptly, and 
usually wim good returns. 
Shipm ents 
during the first pari of this fruit season ¡ 
were nearly double those of the same 
period of last year, but during the past 
m onth the demand has not been so great 
and business has slacked. This cessation 
was due to several causes, among them be­ 
ing the heavy crops of pears and peaches 
in the fruit-producing districts of the East, 
the loss of many fine table grapes here by a 
few scorching days, and the very light crop 
of fall pears. 
A: present a considerable 
quantity of grapes from the Natoma vine­ 
yards is being shipped. 
During the sea­ 
son the Vacaville producers have been 
heavy shippers. T hat early fruit district 
has been greatly benefited by the work of 
the Union. Nearly fifty carloads have gone 
East from San Jose, and Newcastle, San 
Lorenzo, M ayhew's (Sacramento county), 
Colfax, Cordelia, Penryn, Marysville, Fres­ 
no, Sacramento, W inters, W oodland, Sui- 
sun and Davisville have also contributed of 
their horticultural products in carload con­ 
signments. 


LATE FRU IT SHIPM ENTS. 
Very soon the grape crop from the Santa 
Cruz M ountain district will be ready for 
shipping. 
There is a good dem and for 
these grapes of known excellence for ship­ 
ping purposes, and a brisk basin ess during 
tneir ripening season is anticipated. 
W in­ 
ter pear3 will follow the late grapes, and 
then apples, so that the Union officers ex­ 
pect to be kept fairly busy w ith their work 
u ntil the middle weeks of November, at 
least. 
Last season a carload was sent east­ 
ward on Thanksgiving Day. 
General Manager Buck says he has great 
hopes for future wcrlr. 
He spent two 
m onths in different Eastern cities this sum ­ 
m er and learned m uch of value regarding 
the demand for C alifornita fruit, and the 
high esteem in w hichit is held. At present 
there -are Union ageuts in New Orleans, Sl. 
Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, Minneapolis, 
St. Paul, Chicago, New York and Boston. 
These are distributing p i -;s ft.r the region 
in w hich they are located. 
New Orleans 
and St. Louis supply all the Southern 
demand, and Chicago th at of the Middle 
States._ An agency between Chicago and 
New York is needed, and next year it is 
likely that one in Buffalo will be chosen. 
From there all W estern New York. West­ 
ern Pennsylvania, Northern Ohio and Can­ 
adian markets can besnpplied. “ In another 
year there will probably he a large increase 
in shipm ents,” said Mr. Buck, in telling of 
the Uuion and its work. 
“ California fruit 
East appears now to be a necessity instead 
of a luxury. 
Its consum ption is largely on 
the increase. 
Eastern fruit as a rule is not 
to be compared w ith ihe Californian, and 
Eastern fruit men have found that they ate 
obliged to put California fruit on their 
stands to make them attractive, if for no 
other .’eason. In both keeping qualities and 
appearances, our fruit is found to excel the 
domestic product. 
For sending long dis­ 
tances California fruit is chosen iu prefer­ 
ence to the other.”
